Washington, Dec. 31—Minister Conger cables that 


j the Chinese plenipotentiaries have notified the represeenta- 
tives of the powers that the emperor decrees the acceptance 
of the demands as a whole. 


Prince Ching requests a further conference. 
He also desires military excursions to the interior to 


cease. 


This last request is in accordance with the views of the 


president. 


Washington, Dec, 31—In diplomatic 


quarters the acceptance given by the 
Chinese envoys is regarded 
as 
the 


most ingenious stroke of diplomacy. 


Among diplomatic officials It is said 


this is not un^'oniitonal acceptance, al- 
though it is such concurrence in the 
general principle of the note the powers 
canont well set aside. 


It appears to be directed toward the 


reopening of the word "irrevocable" 
and securing more definite and, if pos- 
sible, more mloderate conditior^s on 
some of the points involved. 


It is not clear whether the envoys 


will sign the note first and then ask 
for negotiations or endeavor to amill- 
orate the terms before the final signa- 
tures are affixed. 


In any event, it is felt graver fea- 


j tures of the trouble will be the out- 


come. 


By the submissive attitude of the 


emperor, and little would remain now 
except to perfect details of a peace 
treaty on the general lines heretofore 
laid down. 


Minister Wu has returned to Wash- 


ington, but still without advices from 
Pekin as to what has been done. 


A report of the edict from the em- 


peror directing an acceptance has not 
reached the minister, So he has no oc- 
casion today to confer with the state 
department.

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HEW ENEMY OF DISEASE 


Sheep's Gland Used as a Help 


'to Mankind.

The gentle sheep of the meadows and 


plains baa given to man a gland which, 
It has been discovered, localizes the 
use of cocaine, is the moat powerful 
astringent and hemostatie known, re- 
lieves congestion of the raucous mem- 
brane. is valuable in inflammations 
and is tbe strongest known stimulant 
of the heart, says a Chicago dispatch to 
the New York Herald. - 


Dr. W. H. Bates of New lork is ono 


of tlia pioneers in tie six years' exper- 
iments vrlth this gland, which is the 
wiprarena!, and a packing firm in Chi- 
cago has aided in the experiments and 
brought the gland and its powerful 
properties to the notice of the medical 
profession. Scientifically the discovery 
is attracting widespread attention not 
only among Chicago practitioners, but 
In all part* of the world. 


The gland is found in the sheep just 


above the kidneys and is about seven- 
eighths of an inch in length. What 
function It performs for the animal is 
not yet known. This gland is removed, 
properly treated and supplied to physi- 
cians, surgeons and dentists in the 
form for making what is known as the 
aqueous extract of the suprarenal 
gland. 


Its value in localizing the effects of 


;cocaine used in tbe extraction of teeth 
•Is said to be extraordinary- "When co- 
caine Is injected into the gum to pre- 
pare a tooth for pulling, its effect 
'spreads to other parts of the body, of- 
ten to the temporary injury of the pa- 
ftient 
Application of the suprarenal 


{aqueous extract after the cocaine is in- 
jected acts as an adjuvant in securing 
anaesthesia. The deadening effect of 
the cocaine is confined to the tooth to 
be pulled. The depressing after effects 
of the cocaine are said to be almost en- 
btirely avoided. 
i Dr. Bates, who, next to Dr. Louis 
KDor of Lyons, France, has given to tbe 
Luse of the gland the most extensive 
(Study, says it is. an ideal heart tonic. 
'He states that one-two-huadredtb of a 
grain of the extract locally applied will 
In a fraction of a minute replace the 
redness of certain inflamed eyes with 
a condition whiter than normal. 


The suprarenal extract is not a poi- 


son. It is asserted that no untoward 
.effect has ever followed the local ot 
'internal administration of the untaint- 
ed gland. Two pounds of fresh su- 
prarenal aqueous extract have been 
swallowed without any apparent ill 
effects. 


This sheep's gland extract, when in- 


stilled into the eye, is nonirritating. 
Its effect is temporary. A tolerance 
Is not established by its daily use foi 
months. 
It is not cumulative, like 


digitalis. A suprarenal "habit" is not 
Induced. Tbe extract has no direct 
effect on the nervous system. It is not 
an ansesthetic. When the extract is 
administered hypodermically, the skin 
Is blanched white immediately and 
may be incised without primary, hem- 
orrhage. 


The internal use of the gland appears 


to be almost as important iu Its re- 


• Bults as its local application. 
Con- 


gestion of the ear, nose, larynx and 
thyroid gland becomes decidedly lesa 
three minutes after the patient baa 
swallowed five grains of the dried 
gland. Congestion of the lungs, heart, 
liver, kidneys, bowels and brain have 
also been promptly relieved. 


Experiments have shown that the 


.extract increases the tone of all mus- 
cular tissue. 
The intravenous injec- 


tion of minute doses raises the blood 
pressure enormously, while large doses 
of digitalis and ergot produce no ap- 
preciable effect. 
The extract is very 


soluble In water and insoluble in strong 
alcohol, ether and chloroform. 


Dr. Bates concludes that the discov- 


eries with this gland determine that it 
Is tbe most powerful astringent and 
hemostatie known. It is useful in all 
'forms of inflammation in all parts of 
tbe body. It is the strongest known 
gtimulant of t'^e heart

Reminlscently, the Chicago Post tells 


of the push cart full ot druga that met 
John Baughman in the Manufacturers' 
building at the Wofld'u fail- one day in 
1893. John was a tall and broad citizen 
from Indiana, and, while his clothes were 
good, he took up much room, as a large 
man may, and led people to think he was 
clumsy. He was looking at the World's 
fair early one pleasant morning when the 
push cart of a drug firm came thundering 
down the ui&le, and the $4 a week man 
behind it was crying: "Get out of the 
way, 
there! Get out of the way!" 


It was a common thing at tbe fair. The 


only hireling who did not order people to 
get out of bis way wa. the one with the 
sprinkling barrel. He regarded it as the 
height of hutuor to drench the dret>ses of 
women and spoil tbe tine polish ou the 
shoes of men. And this push cart young 
fellow was proceeding down through a 
Saue of people who bad paid their money 
to be treated to cheap contumely from 
every thin thing on tho grouuds. 


John Baughman did not get out of the 


way. 
He saw the chariot coming and 


beard the commands of tlie mau who 
pushed it, but he walked straight toward 
it, and it stopped almost but not quite— 
against his shins. 


"Get out of the way, you lummicks!" 


yelled the pusher. 


So John Baugnman picked up the cart 


and hurled it, with all its contents, 
against the great iron gates that came 
from Germany. It was a sight There 
were acids and salts and alkalis and es- 
sences and extracts till the whole build- 
ing was alive with the smell of them. 


"I told you to get out of the way!" 


cried the pusher. 


"Yes, but I don't have to," replied 


John. "You have to get out of my way.

When the tomb of Pails, son of Evand- 


er, who is mentioned by Virgil, was dis- 
covered, about the twelfth century, by a 
countryman digging near Rome, it i» 
said that a lamp was still burning ovtr 
his head, which must have been lighted 
more than 2,000 years before. 


Baptists Porta, in his treatise on natu- 


ral magic, relates that about 1550 n 
marble sepulcher of the Roman period 
was discovered in an island near Naples. 
On opening the room was found a via.1 
containing a burning lan>£. The lamp 
became extinct on breaking the vial am} 
exposing the lamp to thfc open air. 
l£ 


was supposed that it bad been coneealec. 
before the Christian era, and those who 
saw it reported that the lamp emitted a 
splendid flame. 


In 1550 a remarkable lamp was found 


near Atestes, Padau, by a rustic, who 
unearched a terra cotta urn containing 
another ura in which was a lamp placed 
between two cylindrical vessels, one of 
gold and the other of silver. Bach was 
full of a very pure liquid by whose virtue 
tho lamp had been kept shining upward 
of 1,500 years. 


This curious lamp was not meant to 


scare away evil spirits from a tomb, but 
was an attempt to perpetuate the pro- 
found knowledge of Maximus Olybius, 
who effected this wos.ier by hia skill in 
the chemical art-

BEAU H1CKMAN, THE PRINCE OF AMER- 


ICAN BUMMERS. 


The ritrmBSTe and Checkered Care** 


of • Brilliant ana Versatile Man 
Who Left Many Small liultMori la 
Washington. 


Washington hag produced a distinctive 


type of loafers. They might be divided 
into classes. 
There Is the shambling, 


broken down imbecile, with tbe claim for 
millions pending before congress. Tliia 
is a small class and ia kept down by the 
frequent consignment of "claimants" to I 
the govcrurneut insane asylum across tbe 
Potomac. There is the professional of- 
fice seeker. He has lived Iu Washington 
sinc6 his youth, but has little trouble in 
getting indorsements from 
politicians 


from every state or from both parties. 
The third class is the genteel loafer and 
dead beat. In business circles at the capi- i 
tal he is blacklisted, but it is astonish- j 
ius how long and successfully they beat | 
their easy way, finding new victims to ' 
trust them for board aud clothing and to 
make small advances of cash. 


Some of the last class not only have 


succeeded in passing a life of indolence ' 
at the expense of their friends, but have 
acquired celebrity by their achievements 
and are more famous than many of the 
vicu presidents; or cabinet officers. 
Such 


a man was Beau Hickman. or, as he 
styled himself, "'the prince of American 
bumjnjrs." 


Beau Hickman was a native of Mary- 


land and was born in the year 
1313. 


Hickman was not his right name, he hav- 
ing family pride sufficient .to keep hi» 
Identity forever unknown. When he left 
his home in early life, he assumed the 
name Robert S. Hickman, and the rapid 
manner in which he skated into society 
in Washington soon won for him the 
name of "Beau." 
It is said that the 


young man had been guilty of frequent 
breaches of law governing polite society, 
aud when nearing his majority he was 
given his share of patrimony and sent 
from home. His parents were well off 
in worldly goods and had indulged the 
young fellow in almost every whim, pro- 
viding the means of changing the entire 
tenor of his after life. 
When he left 


home and friends, a prodigal wanderer, 
he located in Washington, where it did 
not take him more tban two years to suc- 
cessfully squander some $12,000 wbicb 
had been given him. 


His advent in Washington was in the 


"good old days" of the republic, when 
Washington was the gay metropolis of 
representative 
aristocracy, 
and 
the 


statesman and sportsman and beauty of 
chivalry held high carnival during the 
brief sessional terms. 
i 


After Beau's introduction he proceeded ' 


to travel all the gaits and associates' with 
the representative and sporting classes. , 
He was admitted to exclusive society; he ' 
dressed in the most approved mode, and 
as a gentleman of elegant leisure and 
fashion he ranks first. With social ambi- 
tions and the race course his money waa 
soon gone, and he became a bankrupt. 
He had determined upon a life of easy 
Idleness, and was constant to his purpose, 
adopting a sort of vagabondish bohemiau 
life. 
Possessing a remarkable memory 


of faces and names, he knew all the pub- 
lic men of his time and would greet them 
familiarly, calling them by name. Many 
public men tolerated him, because they 
enjoyed his jokes and gibes and often in- 
troduced him to their friends from other 
states. His annual revenue amounted to 
a considerable- sum, and for several years 
he lived in fairly good style, but people 
became tired of his frequent "touching-," 
and he began to grow seedy and what 
would now be called a back number. 


Possessing an effective maaner of story 


telling, he found this a sure method of 
acquiring a reward, for there was always 
a wealthy class of gentlemen residing 
here1, who were wont to indulge him in 
his 
accomplished 
"touches" 
for 
the 


amusement he afforded. Usually, at the 
conclusion of a joke or story, he would 
make a "strike" and was generally suc- 
cessful. 
Beau's habit was to assess the 


members of congress and other officials 
•« ith a regular and specific amount, which 
he 
would collect in the most business- 


like manner. His knowledge of human 
nature was of great service in suggesting 
the pnjper time and place for presenting 
his bills, which would generally be at 
some public place, where the pseudo 
debtoi was surrounded by colleagues and 
friends while engaged in good humored 
hilarity. At one time not to be patroniz- 
ed by Beau was, considered a slight, and 
to refuse to humor his beatings was 
thought to be wanting in liberality. 


From about the year 1856 Beau com- 


menced to slide at a rapid rate down- 
ward. His early dissipation told heavily 
on his physical constitution, and the 
leathery features began to grow in his 
facial appearance. 
Deformities increas- 


ed, and he had the appearance of an old 
man, 
hobbling in his gait. His dissipa- 


tion wore out a life that might otherwise 
have lasted a score of years longer. Beau 
Hickman was not a drunkard, and during 
the last years of his life when invited to 
drink by his friends he would step up to 
Ihe bar and claim a cigar or 10 cents, the 
Cost of a drink, which would always bi> 
cheerfully handed him. 
He had forcc> 


of will aud pride sufficient to keep him 
from becoming a common drunkard. He 
possessed other redeeming traits of char 
acter. 
A liar he held in contempt, and. 


although he practiced many questionable 
dodges, he was never known to tell a lie 
or make a promise which he would noi 
perform. 


After the close of the" war Beau's de- 


cline became faster, and be could be seen 
around the hotels with a seamed and 
leathery face, anxious to ply his profes 
sion, but he had outlived his time. He 
aad already lived tod long "to sustain the 
eclat of his "profession," and, together 
with his failing spirits.and.physical in- 
firmities, his decline was rapid- 
Thosi' 


who knew him only in his declining days- 
were disposed to snub hi*ft, but there wa> 
a class of old residents and visitors who 
know him iu his palmy days, and recol 
lected the brilliancy of his career as a 
sportsman and beau. This class still re- 
spected his "assessments." 


In the latter part of the month of Au- 


gust, 1873, Beau was stricken down with 
paralysis and sent to Providence hospital, 
where the sisters pave him' the kindest 
attention. 
He was. unable to speak or 


move for many days and lingered unu'i 
the third Snbbath in September, whet he 
breathed his last. 
Thus passed away 


Washington's most unique celebrity, Un- 
honored, but no* unknown,, for.probably 
no character was mor» proverbially fa- 
mous than chat of'BeavHickman, and, 
although the prestige of his career bad 
waned, yet he retained his renown iu the 
traditional historr of the capital.—St 
Louis Republic.

Mr. Stanton had been re- 
lating to us many incidents of the funny 
side of Mr. Lincoln's character, when 
suddenly he stopped, and, after remain- 
ing silent for probably a minute, looking 
in a vacant way at some manuscript ly- 
ing on the desk before him, he turned in 
his chair and said: "Gentlemen, there is 
nothing that gives me so much pain as 
the opinion that seems prevalent, judg- 
ing from the newspapers, that Mr. Lin- 
coln was an habitual joker; that it was 
an impossibility for him to be serious, no 
matter how grave the occasion might be. 
Nothing is further from the truth. His 
heart was big and good, his nature warm 
and sunny; heuce he naturally looked at 
the bright side of events, but no man of 
my acquaintance was more serious than 
he when the surroundings o£ the case 
warranted that he should be. 
I will 


ghe a point in instance. 
i 


"Mr. Lincoln during the war was very 


sensitive of the criticisms of his adminis- 
tration by the newspaper press, believing 
it to be, as he asserted, the true voice of 
the people. 
The failures of McDowell, , 


McClellan, Burnside and Pope with the 
army of the Pototuac and the criticisms 
made thereon by the nev.-spapers almost 
crazed him. Time and ag.iin he would 
free himself from the executive mansion 
and seek my little oilice, trie rily place in 
Washington, he often said, wucre he 
could be absolutely free from interrup- 
tion. When he became cioscted with me 
on these visits, Mr. LincMa would un- 
bosom himself and talk of bis cares and 
woes. Several times h» insisto'l that he ' 
ought to resign and thus give the coun- 
try an opportuuity to secure borne one 
better fitted to accomplish tiic great task 
expected of the president, or, if he did 
not resign, he thought he ought to im- 
press upon congress the propiiety of giv- 
ing the absolute control of the army to 
some purely military man. 


"It was during one of these moods that 


he conceived the idea of placing Hooker 
in command of the Army of the Potomac 
aud of vesting him with such power that, 
in his opinion, he could nut fail of suc- 
cess. He had a great Ulca of Hooker's 
ability as a soldier, and in addition he be- 
lieved him to be an honest man and a 
sincere patriot. He wanted him to fight 
what he intended should be and what he 
felt would be the closing battle of the 
war. 
Accordingly when Hooker got un- 


der way and the news came that at 
Chanccllorsville he would make his fight, 
Mr. Lincoln was iu the greatest-state of 
mental excitement. 
From the time that 


Hooker's army began its march until the 
smoke of battle had cleared from the fa- 
tal field ot Chancellorsville he scarcely 
knew what it was to sleep. 


"It will be remembered that the fight 


lasted three days. During the first two 
days it looked as if Hooker was about to 
accomplish what so many generals before 
him had failed to do, but early on the 
third day the usual half hour dispatches 
began to make matters look dark and 
ominous of defeat. That whole day Mr. 
Lincoln was miserable. He ate nothing 
and would see no one but me. As it 
grew dark the dispatches ceased coming 
at all. Mr. Lincoln would walk from the 
White House to my department and anx- 
iously inquire for news from Hooker. 
With the going down of the sun a cold 
and drenching rain set in, which lasted 
through the night. At about 7 o'clock 
Mr. Lincoln ceased his visits to my de- 
partment and gave orders at the execu- 
tis 3 mansion that he would see no one 
before morning. 
An hour afterward a 


dispatch of indefinite character was re- 
ceived from Hooker, and 1 hurried with 
it to Mr. Lincoln's apartments. When I 
eiuored, I found him walking the floor, 
and his agonized appearance so terrified 
me that it was with difiiculty that 1 
could speak. 
Mr. Lincoln approached 


me liko a man wild with anxiety and ex- 
citement, seized the dispatch from my 
hand, read it and, his face slightly 
brightening, remarked, 'Stanton, there is 
aope yet.' 


"At my solicitation Mr. Lincoln accom- 


panied me to the war department, where 
he agreed to spend the night, or until 
something definite was heard from Hook- 
er. For five hours, the longest and most 
wearisome of my life, I waited before a 
dispatch announcing the retreat of Hook- 
er was received. When Mr. Lincoln read 
it, he throw up his hands and exclaimed: j 
'My God! 
Stanton, our cause is lost! ) 


We are ruined—we are ruined; and such 
i 


a fearful loss of life! 
My God! this is 


more than I can endure!' 


"He stood, trembling visibly, his face 


of a ghastly hue, the perspiration stand- 
ins out in big spots on his brow. He put 
on his hat and coat and began to pace/ 
the floor. For five or more minutes he 
was silent, and then, turning to me, he 
, 


Kaid: 'If I am not about curly tomorrow, 
do not send for me nor allow any one to 
disturb me. 
Defeated again, and so 


many of our noble countrymen killed! 
What will the people say?' 


"As he finished he started for the door. 


1 was alarmed. There was something in- 
describable about the president's face nnd 
manner that made me feel th;it my chief 
should not be left aloue. 
How to ap- 


proach him without creating suspicion 
was the thought of a second. Going up 
to him and laying my hand on his shoul- 
der, I said: 'Mr. President, I, too, nm 
feeling that I would rather be dead than 
alive, but is it manly, is it brave, that we 
should be the first to succumb? I have 
an idea. 
You remain here with me to- 


night. 
Lie aown on yonder lounge, and 


by the time you have had a few hours' 
sleep I will have a vessel at the wharf, 
and we will go to the front awl- see for 
ourselves tho condition of the army." 


"The idea of visiting the army in per- 


son acted like a tonic. Mr. Lincoln in- 
stantly adopted the suggestion. 
The 


next morning we left Washington on a 
gunboat for Hooker's command. On our 
return trip Mr. Lincoln told me that 
when he started to leave the war depart- 
ment on that evening he had fully made 
up his mind to go immediately to the Po- 
tomac river and there end his hie, as 
many a poor creature—but none half so 
miserable as he was at that time—had 
done- before him."—Congressman Young 
ia Philadelphia Times.

CRUELTY OF THE SPOrVTV

time. With tue customary luck of a 
beginner he had bass and perch galore 
to answer the invitation of bis bait. 


Presently the impulses of the hu- 


mane side of hia nature made a little 
hesitating protest against the more 
savage Instincts of tbe sportsmanlike 
side. The wriggling of the fish when 
he caught them troubled him, and he 
sought to apologize to his conscience 
for the suffering he was apparently in- 
flicting. He said, "I think the reason 
they jump so is that they are so glad to 
get out of that wet water." 


Curiously enough, if we may accept 


the testimony of the scientists, the lit- 
tle boy was quite right. A fish is never 
so happy as when he Is drawn out of 
the water. The air is to him quite all 
tbat laughing gas is to a human being. 
It gives him a hundred times more 
oxygen per second tban his gills ever 
got for him from the inhalation of wa- 
ter. 
It makes him delightfully drunk- 


en. It exhilarates him.' It fills him 
with a completeness of physical joy— 
tbe only joy he is capable of feeling— 
wholly unknown to him in his native 
element. He dies presently, it is true, 
but he dies in an ecstasy of enjoyment 
instead of dying in his appointed fash- 
ion by suffocation in the niaw of some 
bigger fish. 


In a footnote to the thirteenth canto 


of "Don Juan" Byron denounces Izaak 
Walton as a "sentimental savage" and 
characterizes fishing as "the cruelest, 
the coldest of pretended sports." That 
only shows how little Byron knew 
about the matter. His sports involved 
the sacrifice of women rather than 
worms. 


It is time to set this matter of fish- 


ing upon its moral legs, as it were, aa 
end to be accomplished merely by tell- 
ing tbe truth about it. A fish is the 
very lowest form of the vertebrates. It 
is incapable of any joy except that of 
getting hooked and thus drawn out of 
tbe water to which its nature con- 
demns it and for a time breathing the 
air tbat intoxicates it in. delightfully 
deadly fashion. It has not even tbe in- 
stinct of sexual association except in 
the case of a few rare species. 
It 


knows nothing of confpanionship, for 
tbe scientists, tell us tbat even when 
fish swim In "schools" it is only be- 
cause tbey are engaged in a common 
predatory pursuit of prey, eacb endeav- 
oring to snatch from tbe others the 
morsels they seek to swallow. 


So low in the scale is the fish that 


even in eating he has no pleasure ex- 
cept that of distending his stomach. 
For the scientists find no "taste gob- 
lets'1 at the bn?e of his tongue, nnd ev- 
ery fisherman knows that tbe fish 
swallows his prey whole, with no pos- 
sibility of detecting its flavor. And 
further, every fisherman who has troll- 
ed knows that the fish is so "far an in- 
discriminate gormand in bis search for 
food 'that 'he 'will swallow a' coffee 
spoon with a bur attached as readily 
ns'tlie flniatlest bait morsel that could 
bo displayed in front of his greedy eyes 
and bis rapacious mouth. 


Still, again, «very fish that is caught 


upon a hook gets only what he de- 
serves. He Is caught every time in an 
nttempt to swallow some other crea- 
ture whole nnd digest it in slow tor- 
ture. 
Indeed- the entire life of every 


fish Is passed in s ceaseless endeavor 
to catch and swallow other, fish. So fnr 
as science can discover, fish of most 
spores make no distinction even in fa- 
vor of their own young, their only 
ground of selection being a considera- 
tion for their individual throats In the 
net of swallowing. 
On thnt account 


alone tbe severely spined sun fish es- 
capes the predatory perch, and the 
bullhead the moment his "horns" are 
bard ceases to be In danger even from 
the most voracious of pickerel. 


The fisherman is not a monster of 


•wanton cruelty. 
He la merely a de- 


scendant of Adam exercising that "dc« 
minion" over inferior creatures whlcff 
God authorized him to exercise.— 
George Cary Eggleston in New York 
World.

through the sights of his rifie, with no 
officer to tell him what to do. This Is 
not a picture of a certain type in tho 
British army, although it would hardly 
do for Americans to say BO without 
competent British authority. Tils is 
furnished by Sir Andrew Clarke, n fine 
old soldier who has been governor of 
the Malay S trails Settlements find 
agent general In one of the Australian 
colonies. He does not concur altogeth- 
er with Lord Charles Beresford, T*-bo 
•ays. 'aewrdtog to report, that the scal- 
awag la the best man In a tight place. 
"He Is right in a way," comments Sir 
Andrew Clarke, "but I don't want an 
army of scalawags. 
I don't want to 


breed them In order to rnqke soldiers. 
The army should not be looked upon 
as a kind of subsidiary penitentiary. 
And I am Indignant at the idea that 
the criminals of the country should be 
placed In the post of honor In defense 
of England." The reference is to tho 
regulars and not to the volunteers, 
some of the best blood and character 
In England that went out to the Cape. 
While the British array contains thou- 
~jicds of manly fellows, it has to an- 
iwer "Present" for an element recruit- 
sd In the slums and the public houses, 
\vhieh pulls down Its average. Sir An- 
drew Clarke is for weeding this ele- 
ment out. It cannot be done unless the 
service is made so attractive that men 
of Intelligence and character shall be 
forward to enlist hi piping times of 
peace. 


"They have had my suggestions, 


which I am going to tell you about 
now, 
pigeonholed for years at the war 


cffiee," be says. "The basis of all true 
reform lie* In one word—the living 
wage for officers and for men alike. 
The soldter in addition to being a train- 
ed soldier must first be the serviceable 
citizen, one who contributes to the 
wealth and industry of the country, 
who can "go Into the open market and 
command good wages for good labor as 
an artisan, a mechanic, a laborer, a 
chirk. This will do away with the idea 
that tbe araay is tbe last resort for the 
raurlen, the convict, the hooligan. You 
must get rid of the idea that the red 
coat Is a mart of degradation or Infe- 
riority. Erery good citizen should be 
trained for military 
service. 
This 


would secure respect for the army at 
tome and abroad. Believe me, by raia- 
Inp .the lQtelUg«nce.of the soldier, by 
granting him self respect and the de- 
cencies of life, y»o will get a far hlghei 
material. People tell me this is an ex- 
travagant idea. Rubbish! The best is 
Always cheapest in the end. Low- 
wages may make tbe fortune of the 
Individual capitalist, but they ruin 
a conmtry. 
Do you want our gov- 


ernment to be a firm of sweaters? 
Low wages m«a»a neither prosperity 
nor capacity. Yea can't get a finished 
article cheap. Tht perftct article will 
In tbe end be cheapest. When I sent a 
force in 1882 to work tbe railways in 
Egypt and Mr. CbtWers, the then secre- 
tary of state for war, asked me. what I 
•would pay them and I replied from 7s. 
6d. to 10s. 6d. a day, he aad his assist- 
ants cried out in horror, but I got my 
way- 


Sir Andrew Clarke said further that 


•very schoolboy should be taught how 
to use a magazine rife and to shoot at 
a range. 
The Australians had done 


splendidly to South Africa, and famil- 
iarity with the rile which they acquir- 
ed at the board schools accounted for 
their superior efficiency. In his story 
•of the Bleg* of the legations at Peking 
Sir Robert Bart ipeaks of the Ameri- 
can marines a^ a fine body of men, mn- 
ture, vigilant, cool beaded, self reliant, 
every man a sharpshooter. It is a good 
description of the American soldier be- 
fore the war witi Spain, when the ar- 
my consisted of 25,000 men sifted from 
ten times as many applicants, who Sid 
not have to be tempted by a resplen- 
dent recruiting sergeant with credit at 
a saloon. Tbe material of the American 
army la still good, although tbe average 
is not quite as bigb as formerly, and it 
is food cuiefly because privates re- 
ceive $16 a month on foreign service, 
are well nourished and cared for. proud 
of tbe uniform and may aspire to a 
commission. Sir Andrew Clarke does 
.not toucb on this last point, but it is of 
prime Importance. Good pay will cer- 
tafaly procure better material for sol- 
diers, but there must be a chance of 
promotion above tbe noncommissioned 
grades, or tbe man who can earn living 
wages In a civil employment, with op- 
portunity for advancement, will not be 
content to »tay In the army. Sir An- 
drew Clarice'* recommendations will 
hardly please the British taxpayer, but 
the time may come when he will have 
to decide between a well paid and 
•therefore serviceable small army or s 
•conscription.

VETERAN LETTER CARRIER 


L, C. Rand, 63 Years Old, Has Driven 


Over 60,000 Miles 


It Is probably not generally known 


or suspected that this city has on Its 
letter carrier force a man 63 years of 
age, because the one who has that 
distinction do'-'s.not look or act like a 
man who has seen that number ofl 
years. But su*;h Is the case, however, 
and L. C- Rand Is the man, 


He was born in Bennineton, Vt.. in 


1S37, and has lived in North Adams 
sine 1848. He worked as a clerk m his 
early days, and entered the army in 
1864 as a me^nber of Stewart's brijeade 
band, and went out from North Ad- 
ams. He served seven months and was 
present at the battles of the Wilder. 
ness and Spottsylvania, besides several 
other important engagements, though. 
being of musician, he, of course, took 
no part in the fighting. He was sick 
and in the hospital some of the timft. 
and was not sorry when he sot home. 
In 1866 he went ino the shoe business 
in the Wilson block in company with 
M- C- Jewett, whom he bought out in 
1875- In 1S78 he moved his business to 
Eagle street, where he continued it for 
10 years, \\hen he rethed aoid took the 
position of letter carrier. 
His age 


would have barred him from, this em- 
ployment if he had not been a war 
veteran, but as it was he £Ot in all 
right, and had full work from the 
start, paver having to serve as substi- 
tute. 


For the past 11 years he has done his 


work with a. horse, his route being- flrom 
Brown street west as far as the Father 
Mathew building in Blaokinton, includ- 
ing Greylock, the state road and all 
that part of the city. During these 11 
years he has driven over 60,0000 males, 
or considerably more than twice the 
distance around 'the earth. He has 
never driv*n less than 100 miles a. week 
and for the last five or six years he 
has driven regularly 22 miles daily- 


He is on his route as regularly as the 


youngest man on the force, faciner all 
sorts of weather, and his movements 
give no hint o£ his age, which will un- 
doubtedly be a surprise to many of his 
townsmen. In 1899 he lost only three 
daj^s, when ha went out of the city 'o 
attend a funoral- This is certainly a 
good record for a. man ofl his £--e. 


Mr. Band was married when he was 


only 17 years of age, and if he and his 
wife live four years more they will 
celebrate their golden wedding, at 
which time he will be only 67. Young 
as he looks and acts, he is the irreat- 
grandfaither of several children, and 
his own father is still living at the ass 
of 84, with every prospect of beir^ 
spared to attend the golden weddin- 
of his son.

SHOT IN THE SOUTH 


William Kyle of Adams Kill- 


ed by Despsrado of 


South Carolina 


INSULTED BY HIS SLAYER 


Unprovoked Assault, Which Resultad in 


Death of Three Men. Body of Mr. 


Kyle to be Brought to Adams 


(or Burial 


William Kyle, formerly of Adams, 


was fatally shot Saturday evening by 
a desperado in Abbeville. S. C-, a small 
town near Columbia- 
The shot was 


fired by John. Densby, a desperado who 
has killed several men, and who was 
afterwards shot dead in an attempt to 
capture him. The sheriff of the county 
was also killed by; Densby before the 
latter was captured. 


Mr- Kyle's home was In Adams, and 


he is well remcmebred there and in this 
city. He was employed in the mill of 
the Renfrew companyr and left the 
town about eight years ago. He was 
Dor a time in the eastern part of the 
state, engaged ~n mill construction, and 
went west. H^ was in Abbeville, su- 
penlntending the construction of! a 
lar^e mill. 


He leaves a sister In this cityt Mrs- 


Alexander McDoutjall, and one in Ad. 
ams. Mrs. Forrest. He also lea.ves 
a brother in Lmdlow. He was unmar. 
ried. Word was received here this af- 
ternoon that th-> body would be brought 
to Adams for burial. 


The shooting began while Kyle and 


two others were playing a friendly 
game of cards in the Abbeville hotel. 
Densby enterej the room, and be^an 
to abuse Kyle, with whom it is said he 
had quarreled a few days before- The 
(Sispatches say that Densby applied 
a vile epithet to Kyle. The latter (tot 
up and remonstrated, 
but; made no 


show of violence. 


Densby drew a 45-caliber army re- 


volver. A bystander grabbed his right 
arm. Dencsby shifted the pistol to the 
left and shot Kyle through the abdo. 
men. 
He then backed out of the room, 


declaring he would shoot any one at- 
tempting to ;ollow him-

FOR BETTER FIRE EQUIPMENT 


Several 
Recommendations in 
Chief 


Byars' Report. Board of Health 


Wants a Meal Inspe t r 


Appointed 


A number of city reports have bt«i 


presented to Mayor "Wilkinson by the 
different departments during the last 
two days, and some facts from them 
will be of general interest. 


The report that contains most of im. 


portance is from Chief Byars of the 
fire departm.cnt, which contains a num- 
ber of recommendations of interest- 
Chiefl Byars gives the figures in regard 
to the number of fires last year, which 
have already been published- There 
were only 51 alarms and the report 
calls attention to the fact that 70 per 
cent of the fires have been extinguish- 
ed without tha use of water. Much of 
the credit for the good work of the 
department is given to. .Jiose who have 
been so prompt in ^wdlng in the 
alarms, so that the department suffered 
no loss of time in reaching the scene. 
The fire loss was less than last year 
by $17,000. 


Among the recommendations Is the 


one which xvas made last year for bet. 
ter quarters for hose 1 and the hook 
and laddftr 
companies, 
where 
the 


horses could be in the same room wTlh 
the apparatus. Attention is also called 
to the fact that hose 3 is still usin^ a 
hand cart, although this comrany is 
located in a district with many larjre 
mills, where o, fire if it once £fot away 
flrom ^the deonrtment's control would 
be most disastrous. The report recom- 
mends the apoointment of one more 
permanent man, so that the permanent 
firemen could be given one day off once 
in two weeks and a regular two weeks7 
vacation, as Is done in other cities, 
without handicapping the department's 
efficiency;- 


The location of a number of n»w vy- 


drants and alarm boxes is recommend- 
ed, the location for the new fire alarm 
boxes being1 suggested as Hall street 
and East Union street. The report al. 
so recommends that the alarm wires In- 
put underground in conduits provided 
by the New England telephone com. 
pany, 


The report o^the board of health re- 


views in detail the work of the year, 
with some facts of General interest. 
During the year the board has writ- 
ten 357 letters and issued 274 licenses. 
There have b<;en a few prosecutions. 


Under garbage collection, the report 


states that t}ie teams of W. A. Ballou, 
who has ,,/lone 
the 
work, 
have 


made 1565 t'riifs, and removed 2385 tons 
ofl garbake. There have been a few 
complaints of the wayi in which the 
work -was done, which the board has 
investigated. ,Tn some cases the fault 
has been found'to^be with the house 
owner. There., have been 20 carcasses 
removed. 
, 
i 


Marked imerovement is noted in the 


sanitary condition of local bakeries, 
while there is still room for improve- 
ment In the markets. In this connec- 
tion there is a recommendation that the 
city have a regular inspector of meat, 
and mention Is made of various com- 
plaints that pave been made of meat 
of poor quality being sold here, for 
which an insnector; was needed. 


During the year 135 sewer connec- 


tions were made, and the board recom- 
mends that there be sewers built on 
Kemp avenue, on Main street from 
Kemp avenue to Kemp street, and 
dov-ri Kemp street- to Union street. 


Contagious diseases have decreased 


during the yean but there has been 
more typhoid fever than there was the 
jfaar before.

•ITC Trip—Belief* aud Claim* of 
the llormon*. 
And now the Mormons claim that 


scientific exploration has resulted In 
the finding of evidence which sustains 
the traditions and beliefs of their 
church, says the New York World. 


The Mormons believe the Nephites to 


have been the first Inhabitants of the 
western hemisphere. Benjamin Cluff, 
president of the Brigham Young col- 
lege at Provo, Utah, and 24 students 
left Utah early in tlio fall on a tlireo 
years' trip. After going yarough Mexi- 
co and Central Americn the partv will 
travel through South America as far aa 
Chile. 
Professor Cluff has written a 


letter to a friend at Phenix, A. T., in 
which he says his party has already 
made important' antiquarian discov- 
eries. 


Many prehistoric ruins have been ex- 


amined aud evidences unearthed which 
tend to uphold the Mormon traditions. 
In the southern part of the state of 
Duranjro, Mexico, they found the re- 
mains of what appeared to have once 
been a city of great size, and in the 
largest ruin dug out a stone casket in 
which were found hieroglyphics which 
correspond with those in the brass tab- 
lets said to have been found in Kevr 
York and which were translated into 
the Book of Mormon. 


Further excavations revealed a burial 


place, where a large number of human 
bones were found, some of the skele- 
tons in an excellent state of preserva- 
tion. Stone tablets were found marked 
In such a manner aud with such" fig- 
ures as are found on the Painted Rocks 
In \jrizona. 


In one large chamber, isolated from 


the others, they found a great stone 
casket in -which were *he bones of 
what had been a very large man, and 
In the ptone were engraved figures tend- 
ing to show that the deceased was a 
ruler among his people. A large pila 
of tablets, probably records of his 
rpign. wore nt the rear of the casket, 
and many of *hem will be pent north 
for examination by expert antiqua- 
rians. 


According to Mormon traditions, Le- 


h' and Ishmael, accompanied bv their 
families, left Jerusalem about 600 B. 
C,, built boats !>nd sailed toward this 
continent, landing in what is now call- 
ed Chile. Lehi bad two sons, Xephl 
and T aman. Kepbi wns obedient, and 
Laraan was troublesome. The party 
grew, and two factions settled around, 
the two sons as leaders. Finally the 
race numbered many thousands and 
built cities in South America. Grad- 
ually coming north, cities wer* estab- 
lished in Central America, Mexico, Ari- 
zona and New Mexico. 


The two factions wagpd war for B^V- 


eral centuries, and about 400 A, D. the 
Kephites -were exterminated by the 
Lamanitos, from whom the Am^'icim 
Indian" have descended, Msroni, tbe 
last of the NephitPS,, buried the reoorrla 
of his neoole. on a brass plate, in the 
hill Curaorah, in New York state, 
and an angel revealed these plot->s~to 
Joseph Smith, who based the Boo'-i 
of Mormon on these records. 


By finding in the ruins-of Central 


and South American cities' evidences 
that they were built by descendants 
of Lehi the Mormons hope to give to 
the world a proof that the Book of 
Mormon is what the Latter Day Saints 
t^aim it to be—a true history of the 
fir?t people who inhabited this hemi- 
sphere. 


New Alpine Tunnel. 


One of the recent enterprises in Al- 


pine mountain enginperins projects is 
to run a tunnel under Mont Blsnc so 
that P Mnc connecting St. Didier ind 
Chamonix can be onerated, says the 
New York Post The Val d'Aosta rail- 
way now hss an extension to St. Di- 
dier, while there Is a. branch of the 
Paris, Lyons and Mediterranean line 
which Is carried into thf> Chamonix val-, 
ley. The plan has been proposed by an 
Italian engineer, M. Cedale, and it la 
said that of the 16 kilometers of con- 
necting line there would be 13 kilome- 
ters of tunnel with a maximum el"va- 
tion of 1,000 meters. It is proposed to 
employ the water power found on the 
other side of the mountain in abun- 
dnnce to generate electricity to operate 
the line.

Invented by Him I« Trying 


to Eradicate the Hyacinth — The 
Peat Growing War** In Spite of Ef- 
fort* to Check I to-Important Indui- 
trlei Threatened by the Plant. 
The United States engineers have be- 


gun another attempt to clear the water 
hyacinth out of the streams of Louisi- 
ana and Florida and hope to accom- 
plish something during the 
winter 


months, when the plant, which Is of 
tropical origin, grows slowly, writes 
the New Orleans correspondent of the 
New York Sun. Up to the present time 
tue evil has been growing steadily 
worse. Hundreds of skiffs and small 
vessels have been caught by the water 
hyacinths and are unable to get out 
of the streams in which they were 
used and are now rotting away. The 
drainage canals of New Orleans are 
lammed up, and the drainage system 
jf the city Is imperiled. The logging 
industry of southern Louisiana, worth 
several millions a year, Is in danger of 
lestruction unless soma menns can be 
found of removing the dense mass of 
water plants that obstruct the passage 
•jf logs to the sawmills. 


In vain have the United States 


four's, local authorities and private 
citizens worked to get ri4 of the water 
hyacinth. 
It has grown faster than 


they could remove It—Indeed, through 
ignorance of tbe character of the plant, 
the efforts to get rid «f the pest have 
actually extended It. 
It propagates 


itself by division. Consequently when 
a barge or boat pushes into it and sets 
about destroying the plant by, cutting 
and slashing it It is really scattering 
the seed in all directions. The same 
plant sinks to the bottom of a stream 
and comes to the surface again and 
starts growing with great rapidity. 


The duck hunters and fishermen who 


visit the swamps on the gulf coast to 
hunt or fish made the experiment of 
dragging out the growing hyacinths, 
drying and burning them. 
Several 


clubs vhich have hunting and fishing 
lodges in the neighborhood of the city 
employed large forces of negroes In tha 
work. The plan of destruction seems 
safe enrugh, and the only defect is 
that It does not provide sufficiently for 
the rapid growth of the plant In on" 
case where the experiment was made 
the aquatic plant gained BO on the ae- 
groes removing it that the swamps 
around the clubhouse arc now covcfsd 
with wnter hyacinths with their roots 
Interwoven aud piled so high upon one 
another that they will easily bear the 
weight of a man. 


The police juries or county commis- 


sioners of Terrebonne, St. Mary and 
other parishes tried their hands at 
fighting the pest. They made appropri- 
ations for the purpose and passed strin- 
gent laws which aimed to protect those 
streams yet free from hyacinth by 
boommpr them—that Is, by stretching 
booms across them so as to prevent tho 
floating beds from getting into them. 
The plan has been only a partial suc- 
cess. 
Into some of tbe 
protected 


streams the little buds fourd their way 
either attached to the sides of vessels 
or floating in some mysterious manner. 
Some of the streams have escaped, it Is 
true, but this is attributed to the fact 
that they are fed by mineral springs. In 
tb<?sf cases freedom *rom the hyacinth 
seems to be due rather to the minerals 
containsd in the water than to any 
humcn agency. 


It was when local efforts failed that 


congress was appealed to and asked to 
assist and nn appropriation was voted 
to be used by the United St%tes engi- 
neers in experiaients to determine if 
the wpter hyacinth cannot be got rid 
of by some mechanical process. Major 
Quimi, who had charge of the engineer- 
ing district, designed a hyacinth mill 
which he thought would kill the hya- 
cinth, seed bulbs and all, by the process 
of crushing, but it did not work well. 
Major Adatua, who has taken up the 
hyacinth war where Major Quinn left 
off, has constructed a machine or 
dredge which It is believed will be ef- 
fective. Tbe machine started out a few 
days ago on an expedition against tha 
hyacinths and is now busily engaged 
in grinding them. No report has yet 
been received as to tbe success of the 
expedition, and It is not Improbable 
that !ts failure or success will be in 
doubt until spring. 


Tbe niachina is mounted upon a flat 


bottomed, stern wheeled boat of very 
light draft. It Is like a dredge except 
that a long boom extends forwar.i 30 
nr 40 feet in front of the bow. It Is sim- 
ply a framework fitted with an endless 
belt of wooden slats studded with 
spikes. This traveler extends Into the 
water In front of the vessel and when 
set in motion the spikes catch the mass- 
es of hyacinths and drag them up to 
the vessel, depositing them in an im- 
mense dipper. From this tbe plant is 
fpd Into the wheels of a mill, where It 
is cut up and crushed to a fine palp. 
With the water completely wrung from 
It by the pressure of the mill. It is suf- 
ficiently dry. like bagasse, to burn. The 
only doubtful part of the experiment is 
whether the machine will carefully re- 
move the hyacinth front a stream. It 
any betid is left behind, it will begin 
propagating itself nt once, and the 
work will have to be all done over 
again. Unless, therefore, the new appa- 
ratus exterminates the water hyacinth 
It will be simply keeping down the evil. 
The work will have to be kept up fot 
•11 time, aud congress will be called on 
for no annual appropriation to fight 
water hyacinths.

ten words a minute and rival reporters 
are filing 20,000 words or BO," began 
the fonrth member of the little group. 
"You knew the telegraph law is that th« 
reporter who Crat files a page of 'copy' 
has posaeseion of the wire until bis last 
page is filed, provided he furnishes cop; 
taut enough to keep the operator busy. 


"The first important murder trial I ever 


attended took place in a little country 
town in Delaware. Representatives of 
leading Philadelphia and New York pa- 
pers were there, as the unusual circum- 
stances of the trial made it of wide pub- 
lic interest. Tbe interest grew as the 
trial reached the climax of a verdict.

Oar Supply Come* From Drmmll. 
Belatlitn* Trriny Hard to Make 
Kongo Product Ooanptcuone. 
The consumption of rubber., has In- 


creased BO enormously in recent years 
that It bas been difficult at times to se- 
cure » sufficient supply. Tbe question 
of rubber production Is of special Inter- 
est in tbe United States because it is 
the largest consumer. 
Great Britain 


is second, and all other markets for 
crude rubber fall far behind these two 
centers of consumption, though France 
and Germany buy large quantities. Our 
own vast rubber interests are particu- 
larly concerned in tbe development and 
protection of rubber growing In Brazil 
because that country contributes, ei- 
ther directly or through tbe European 
market nearly four-fifths of our sup- 
ply, says the New York Sun. All other 
American producers send us compara- 
tively little rubber, and the African 
product as yet scarcely figures la our 
market. 


Tbe Belgians are straining every 


nerve to make the Kongo product con- 
spicuous. They are meeting with con- 
siderable swcess, and the present pros- 
pect is that the Kongo will some day 
be Brazil's nearest competitor in rub- 
ber production. 
But Kongo rubber 


brings a smaller price than Para rub- 
ber. The Belgians themselves admit 
its inferiority, though they assert that 
this !<• due wholly to better methods of 
coo' nation in Brazil and that Kongo 
r >oer will be fully equal to the Para 
^roduct as soon as they can introduce 
these methods. However this may be, 
it is certain that Brazil will long con- 
tinue to dwarf all other sources of our 
supply. 


The Bulletin de la Societe d'Btudea 


Colonlales for November publishes the 
results of an official inquiry made un- 
der the direction of tbe Belgian min- 
istry of foreign affairs as to tbe offi- 
cial measures taken In Brazil to foster 
its great rubber industry. It was found 
that the general government of the re- 
public has passed no laws relating to 
the Industry. It is not regulated at all 
except so far as the legislatures of the 
several states have adopted measures. 
Seventeen of the 20 states produce 
rubber, the climate being unfavorable 
to rubber culture only in the three 
southern states of Rio Grande do Sul, 
Santa Catharina and Parana. 
Most 


of the small Atlantic coast states in 
the rubber zone, though producing 
more or less caoutchouc, have made 
no attempt as yet to conserve their 
rubber resources or to encourage or 
regulate its production. Tbese states 
include Rio de Janeiro, Minas Geraes, 
Espirlto Santo, Parahyba, Rio Grande 
<3o Norte, Serglpe and Ceara. Most of! 
the rubber states make the product 
contribute to the finances by imposing 
a tax on rubber exports, but the states 
above mentioned have not given even 
this attention to the Industry, except 
Minas Geraes, which collects an ex- 
port duty of 4 per cent ad valorem. 
In these seven states tbe first comer 
may harvest the crop wherever he may 
find It on the public domain. 


On the other hand, tbe state of Para, 


from which by far the largest ship- 
ments are made, encourages the plant- 
ing of caoutchouc by offering a premi- 
um of 1,000,000 reis, or over $500, for 
every 2,000 trees that are properly 
planted. This law, which has been ia 
force only four years, is already stim- 
ulating the development of rubber 
plantations, and its wisdow is being 
conclusively demonstrated. This large 
state, which embraces all the lower 
part of the Amazon and some of its 
mightiest tributaries, will not have to 
rely in the coming years upon supplies 
that grow wild in the forests. In fact, 
no source of rubber so freely tapped as 
that in Para can be relied upon indefi- 
nitely to yield an unfailing supply. 
The days of exhaustion will come Just 
as they have overtaken the rubber 
vines of west Africa, which have all 
been killed for many miles inland from 
the coast. The only way to supply the 
future demand will be to increase the 
quantity, and that can be done only 
by rubber planting, which in a few 
decades will revolutionize the business. 
The world now depends almost solely 
upon the wild sources of supply, but 
there will be a great deal of plantation 
rubber in the market before the next 
century is very far advanced. 


The state of Sao Paulo also offers a 


handsome premium for tbe develop- 
ment of rubber plantations, and both 
tbese states impose a comparatively 
heavy tax upon tbe exports of rubber 
wltb the wise intention of devoting a 
considerable part of the receipts to the 
conservation and encou'tagement of the 
industry. Matto Grosso, under the law 
of 1898. offers special facilities for the 
acquirement of a fixed quantity of rub- 
ber lands by those who discover them 
in the vast part of the public domain 
that Is still unexplored. Amazonas and 
Bahal are not yet offering special in- 
ducements for rubber planting, but tbe 
land laws adopted by these states In 
189T facilitate private ownership In 
rubber forests, and this Is a long step 
toward establishing tbe industry on a 
stable basis. 


All tbese Improvements In tbe status 


of tbe rubber industry of Bnull have 
been made within tbe past four year*. 
They encourage the belief that this 
great source of wealth will come more 
and more to be managed scientifically 
in tbe interest of Brazil aud of tbe 
world,

The Springfield Republican publishes 


this morning its annual building re view 
fur the year in western Massachu- 
setts. The following is its review for 
North Adams, with Adams and Wll- 
Uamstuvvn, the flguies given being not 
in every instance accurate: 


The house-building record at (North 


Adams is smaller this year than for 
some years past, and this is the result 
of natural causes and entirely in keep- 
ing with the conditions- that exist. The 
rapid growth of the city during- the last 
15 years developed a legitimate demand 
for a large increase in the number of 
houses and tenements, but after the 
building boom was well under way 
those behind it did not know when to 
stop, and the result may be compared 
to what happens when a freight train 
is backed on to a siding a littie too 
hard and some of the oars are shoved 
oft" the end of the track into the mud. 
In 'other words, because the building if 
houses was profitable for a term of 
years, the idea gained ground that the 
Business could not be overdone, and 
this led to its speedy overdoing. The 
warning symptoms- of "To Rent" cards 
in windows and the increasing- length 
of the "To Rent" columns in the papers 
were ignored, and the whack of the 
hammer and screech of the saw were 
heard for two or three years after they 
should have been stopped. All this re- 
sulted in a big 'over-supply of houses 
and tenements, from which the city has 
not yet recovered, and while there has 
not been a lack of activity the past 
year there has 
been a perceptible 


slacking up in this particular line of 
building, which is a good thing for all 
concerned. Excepting the 'operations of 
one firm most 'of the house-buildingthia 
year has been done by people who want 
ed homes of their own. 


In large building as much as usual 


has been done, if not m'ore, and the 
record in this direction is very good. 
Among the important buildings erected 
during the year, with their approximate 
cost are: An enlargement'of the bleach 
hiuse and an addition to the dye house 
at the Windsor print works $15,000 
each; Richmond hotel and theater, the 
former having been begun in 1899, J125,- 
000; Arriold print worksi three-story 
stone and brick addition to 'dye-house, 
$60,000, and other enlargements, mak- 
ing a total expenditure of over $75,000; 
George N. Rich, four-story marble front 
block on Bank street ,$40.000; Hunter 
machine 
company, 
foundry, store- 


houses-, etc., $60,000; Freeman school- 
house, $40.000; addition to hospital for 
nurses' home, $13,000; Hygeia ice com- 
pany's plant, $40,000. Other buildings 
erected and in process of construction, 
with estimated costs, are as follows: 
Addition to N. L. Millard & Co's shoe 
factory, $5000; St. Francis convent and 
chapel. $10,000; Gallup & Houghton, two 
boarding houses for women at

opened. The cost of these repairs is es- 
timated at $5000.

in a good future, and that even within 
the life of the present younger genera- 
tion. The child is now living' who will 
see Pittafleld with 40,000 population, for 
industries now in infancy will attract 
others, and 
so the accumulation of 


business and the increase of population 
will come right along-. The present 
Stanley shops a're but the nucleus of 
a larger industry and business, and 
there will be others. The next century, 
and even early therein, will see our 
hillsides the location of summer homes, 
and electric road communication will 
be a reality from Sheffield to Williams 
town, a branch to Greylock, within a 
few years a popular summer resort and 
easy of access while running east and 
west there will be the* trolly lines to 
your city, passing Pittsfield over the 
Lebanon mountain to Albany. 


Our situation in the center of the 


county and the possibilities in carrying 
out the expected in various lines, busi- 
ness, svunmer resort, 'permanent home 
building, easy communication to New 
York. Boston and tide water at Albany, 
gii'e Pittsfield an advantage which few 
towns in the state can boast of. Our 
territorial limit of desirable building 
sites is not nearly exhausted, and there, 
will be no necessity for side-hill build- 
ing for many years, if ever. The 
ground work of the future growth is 
solidly and substantially laid. So it is 
predicted that the now century will be 
quite young when a 
much.desired 


chting-p will gradually come to the city, 
with paved streets, new city hall, more 
school buildings, in the lines of the city 
improvement, and more business, added 
homes and the constant air of easy 
living, if no fabulous wealth, will be 
the lot 'of this, after all, one of the best 
old towns in thp commonwealth. 


The optimist may judge of the future 


by the slow, yet sure, plodding tof the 
city and the cautiousness of its wealth 
in engaging in business enterprises; 
that 20 years from now we shall be 
gaining some, but not much, and yet 
giving hustling North Adams, with its 
cosmopolitan citizenship, the opportu- 
nity of styling us then as they do now» 
"the deserted village." All this tstaken 
tn good part, but BS one Pittsfleld man 
gatd the other day: "While other towns 
are doing a good deal, Pittsfield contin- 
ually does a little something, ancl there 
Is practically no backward movement 
and, we have few bankruptcy petitions 
nmontc the business Interests." So the 
city looks ItUo the face of th" 20th C-MI- 
tury with much to "thank God and 
take courage" for., 


An extension of the Hoosac 


street railwajj line flrom Adams to 
Maple Grove, and perhaps ultimately 
to the Cheshire line, is apparently soon 
to be realized. It is reported on the 
best of authority that the company 
is within a short time to petition th< 
selectman of Adams for a right of way 
through the town from the present end 
of the. line on Park street, to the Chesh. 
ire line, 2& miles south. 


No confirmation of this information 


could be secured from the officials of 
the road today, but there is believed 
to be very little doubt that it is cor- 
rect, and that the improvement which 
ha,s long been desired by the public 
is being definitely planned by the com- 
pany for the near fluture. 


The agitation in favor of such an ex. 


tension has been a long one the many 
who --would be bepeiitted by the line 
having been very anxious to see it un- 
dertaken. There is little doubt that a 
line as far as the Maple Grove station 
would pay, and it is known that when 
the company began the improvements 
at the power house which have been 
reported in this paper, more power was 
planned for than is needed with the 
present lines. 


At the present time the end of the 


Adams line is at Park street, within 
a few feet of the Boston & Albany 
crossing. 
"When the new bridge was 


built, just south of the traclts, street 
railway tracks wiere built} into the 
flooring, in the belief that at some date 
they would be needed- If!, as seems al- 
most certain, the rails are at last to be 
put into use. the line would run on 
Center street to Commercial street, 
crossing theb rid^e near the Piunkett 
& Sons mills over Grove Hill and across 
another briage, to the MapT« Grove sta- 
tion. This is a distance of about a mile 
from the present end of the line. 


If. then, the road should be extend- 


ed to the Cheshire line, it would be 
compelled to cross the Boston & Al- 
bany tracks again, and proceed along 
the state road, a distance of about a 
mile and a quarter from tha Ma?le 
Grove station. 
— 


The advantage which this extension 


would be can be seen from the num- 
ber of mills along the route. At Manie 
Grove are the Clark, Graham & Co's 
mill, the Adams Brothers' mamufac: 
turing company's mill, and the Ren. 
frew company's mill". The extension 
would also be of groat convenience to 
the employes oil the Greylock shirt 
company'* nnd W- C. Plunkett & 
Sons' mills on Commercial street in 
Adams. There is also th» Bellevue 
cemetery, to which access would be 
made much mor» convenient by the 
line. 


If the petition is entered, it will be 


to the selectmen of Adams and a hear, 
ing on the matter will be necessary. If 
the location should be granted by the 
town, it would then be necessary to 
petition the •state railroad commission, 
and have a hearing on the question of 
the grade crossing at Park street. 


This action by the company may or 


may not mean a good deal in connec- 
tion with the many rumors, that are 
"sprung" about once in so often, of a 
county trolley line to extend from this 
city to the southern line of Berkshire- 
Heretofore there has been more activ- 
ity in southern Berkshire in the build. 
ing of new lines, and just now the line 
from Pittsfield to Lenox seems to be 
a pretty sure thing. In time, ofl course, 
it may be expected that there will be 
a line through the county, and each 
extension that is built is a step nearer 
to the complete system, but it is doubt, 
ful if there is any understanding be. 
tween the different companies in regard 
to a through county line.
